Alberta Coal Policy Committee Members: 


On behalf of High River Town Council, we thank you for the opportunity to present this submission 
focusing on how High River and other Alberta municipalities feel about coal development. 


High River was proud to become the first municipality in Alberta to become involved in this issue, and 
to lead the municipal campaign against coal mining. 


In January 2021, Mayor Craig Snodgrass brought a motion to Town Council asking Premier Jason 
Kenney to reinstate the 1976 Coal Policy and hold extensive public consultation before making any 
changes to this policy. The motion was unanimously approved. 


Mayor Snodgrass, who is in his second term as mayor, is a lifelong resident of High River. He is an 
ardent fly fisher and outdoors enthusiast who is committed to protecting the Highwood River and other 
Eastern Slopes watersheds for future generations, including his young daughter and son. 


Today's co-presenter, 2-term Councillor Bruce Masterman, is a long-time outdoor writer and book 
author, provincially-recognized conservationist and father of two adult daughters raised fishing, 
hunting, camping and tromping around the Eastern Slopes. 


High River Town Council's concerns with coal mining focus on several factors, including but not limited 
to: the Alberta Government's unilateral rescinding of the 1976 Coal Policy; its quiet consultation with 
Australian coal companies well before the rescission became public; and the environmental/ecological 
damage that future coal mining would cause to the Eastern Slopes and its watersheds, including the 
Highwood River, which is the lifeblood of High River. 


It is important to note that High River's concerns about coal excluded Grassy Mountain, which was 
under regulatory consideration by the time we entered the discussion. 


After leading High River into the coal issue in January, Mayor Snodgrass subsequently brought forward 
to Town Council 3 additional motions related to coal development. Described in the following pages, 
all motions passed unanimously. 


In the most recent motion, on May 10, Council approved the proposed Alberta Coal Restriction policy, 
which called for no new coal mines anywhere on the Eastern Slopes, and that all lands disturbed by 
coal exploration be reclaimed by the end of 2025. 


High River shared that motion with all Alberta municipalities, along with an invitation to endorse the 
policy. 


To date, 25 municipalities have endorsed the policy, which appears on Page 4. 


Significantly, they include the City of Lethbridge - the largest populated municipality that would be 
impacted by coal mines in the Oldman River watershed - and the Municipal District of Ranchland, 
which would stand to gain millions of dollars in annual tax revenue from coal mines along the southern 
Eastern Slopes. 


Other municipalities located in the Oldman watershed that endorsed the policy include the MD of 
Pincher Creek, County of Lethbridge, Town of Stavely, Town of Coalhurst and Hamlet of Lundbreck. 


Also endorsing the no-coal policy were 2 First Nations, 7 organizations and 5 businesses. 
Copies of the endorsements are part of this package. 


For the past several months, we also have documented the actions of 35 Alberta municipalities that 
expressed concerns with the provincial government about the coal issue. 


Combined with the 25 municipalities that endorsed High River's proposed no-coal policy, that is 50+ 
municipalities that have voiced concern about coal. 


With 344 municipalities in Alberta, that could be construed to be an insignificant number. We don't 
look at it that way. Quite the contrary. 


For starters, those municipalities represent more than 3.2 million Albertans. They range from the 
largest cities to the smallest rural municipal districts. 


We can't recall a single issue that has galvanized such a large number of municipalities, in addition to 
other interest groups and individuals. 


Four municipalities from Saskatchewan and Manitoba also wrote letters, as further proof that what 
happens to the water in our Eastern Slopes impacts the 2 provinces to the east. 


As you will see in the following pages, mayors from cities ranging from Calgary and Lethbridge to the 
village of Longview have challenged the Alberta government on the wisdom of pinning our province's 
economic and environmental future on coal. 


High River stands firmly behind our proposed Alberta Coal Restriction Policy, as do many other 
Albertans. 


We trust your committee to do the right thing by recommending a policy that doesn't include any future 
coal development on the Eastern Slopes.

Proposed Alberta Coal Restriction Policy, unanimously approved May 10, 2021 by High River Town 
Council and distributed for endorsement to all Alberta municipalities and First Nations: 


Effective November 15, 2021: 


Section A: 


I 


No further coal exploration or development will be permitted on the Eastern Slopes of Alberta. (There 
are no longer categories — there is only the area which is defined today as the Eastern Slopes) 


Existing coal mining operations in the Hinton / Grande Cache areas will be permitted to retire 
gracefully. 


. Reclamation of lands disturbed by coal exploration activities on coal exploration permits issued prior 


to February 8, 2021 must be reclaimed no later than December 31, 2025. 


Section B: Rationale & why this is important. 


l. 


The inherent value of the Eastern Slopes only exists with the landscape remaining intact. 


The headwaters and landscapes of the Eastern Slopes are critical to the future of our province. Our 
communities, agriculture producers, food production, tourism, recreation, sport fishing and hunting all 
rely on these landscapes and watersheds producing clean water. 


Economics — no amount of jobs or money created by coal exploration or development can offset the 
negative effects to the environment or human and animal health.

ACTIONS TAKEN BY MUNICIPALITIES 


1. HIGH RIVER: (13,584) 
In response to the Government of Alberta's action, the Town of High River Council adopted the following 
resolution at its Regular Meeting of Council on January 11, 2021: 


BE IT RESOLVED THAT Council direct Administration to draft a letter to Premier Jason 
Kenney, requesting the immediate reinstatement of the 1976 Alberta Coal Policy which was 
rescinded on June 1, 2020; 

AND THAT the letter requests that the Government of Alberta begin public consultation with 
Indigenous groups, environmental groups and all stakeholders in Alberta on any proposed 
revisions or replacement to this policy; 

AND FURTHER THAT this letter be sent to the Minister of Environment & Parks Honorable 
Jason Nixon, Minister of Energy Honourable Sonya Savage as well as the MLA for Livingstone- 
Macleod Roger Reid. 


This letter was sent to the Premier and Ministers on January 12, 2021 and a meeting has been requested with 
the Premier. To date, the Town of High River has neither received a response to our letter nor a meeting with 
the Premier. 

Other local governments, public officials and Albertans have called upon the Government of Alberta to reinstate 
the Coal Policy. In response, the Government of Alberta has cancelled some of the coal leases but this is not 
adequate in order to protect water resources for downstream communities, such as High River. 

Therefore, at the February 1, 2021 Special Meeting of Council, the following resolution was adopted: 


WHEREAS Council adopted resolution #RC 14 -2021 requesting the Province of Alberta 
immediately re-instate the 1976 Coal Development Policy; 

AND WHEREAS coal exploration and open pit mining will impact water resources for 
downstream communities affecting businesses, residents, ranchers, farmers and ecosystems; 
AND WHEREAS coal exploration is causing irreparable damage to the landscapes and 
watersheds as well as adversely affecting the public's access, use and enjoyment of Crown lands 
on the Eastern Slopes of Alberta; 

AND WHEREAS local First Nations groups, municipalities, landowners and ranchers are 
legally challenging the Province 's rescindment of the 1976 Coal Policy in the Courts; 

BE IT RESOLVED THAT Council request all coal exploration be immediately ceased on the 
Eastern Slopes of Alberta and cease issuance of any new exploration permits on the Eastern 
Slopes of Alberta until public consultation has taken place regarding the future of coal mining on 
the Eastern Slopes of Alberta; 

AND THAT Council request the Government of Alberta & Premier Jason Kenney issue an 
immediate stop work order for all existing coal exploration permits on the Eastern Slopes of 
Alberta and cease issuance of any new exploration permits on the Eastern Slopes of Alberta until 
public consultation has taken place regarding the future of coal mining on the Eastern Slopes of 
Alberta; 

AND THAT Council direct Administration to investigate legal options relating to the damage 
caused due to exploration on Alberta's Eastern Slopes. 

AND FURTHER THAT Council direct Administration to prepare a letter with a copy of this 
resolution to all members of the Federation of Canadian Municipalities, Alberta Urban 
Municipalities Association, Rural Municipalities of Alberta, Municipalities of Saskatchewan, 
Saskatchewan Association of Rural Municipalities and Association of Manitoba Municipalities 
requesting their support to re-instate the 1976 Coal Development Policy. 


In light of this resolution, the Town of High River is respectfully requesting that you consider drafting a letter 
of support to the Government of Alberta for the immediate Exploration Stop Work Order as well as the 
reinstatement of the Coal Policy. 


April 12: 

Council decided unanimously to send a letter to Kenney asking for immediate stop of all coal exploration on 
Eastern Slopes, and that letters would be sent to all Alberta municipalities asking for their support of that 
initiative. 


May 10: Council by 7-0 vote approved the proposed Alberta Coal Restriction policy.

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that Council directs our Chief Administrative Officer, CAO to draft a 
letter to Premier Jason Kenney for signature by the Mayor requesting: 


e Animmediate rollback of the decision to rescind the 1976 Coal Policy. 

e Anew and comprehensive consultation process on the desired changes to the 1976 Coal Policy. 

ə Amore thorough analysis of the local hydrological, environmental and economic impacts of any 
watershed changes 

e Further local public presentation and discussion to any further consideration or action 
regarding applications for open pit coal mining to the Alberta Energy Regulator. 


AND FURTHER BE IT RESOLVED that Council direct our CAO to draft a letter, for signature by the Mayor, 

to the President of Alberta Urban Municipalities Association (AUMA), Barry Morishita, requesting AUMA 
develop an advocacy strategy on this issue for a wholesome consultation process on any changes to the 
1976 Coal Policy with a thorough analysis on the environmental impacts particularly to watersheds.

4. LONGVIEW (307) See Appendix 
Feb. 12 letter from Mayor Wight to Kenney: 
Thank you to the Alberta Government for reinstating the 1976 Coal Policy. This is a good start but just 
the beginning. 


The Government must stop any current permitted exploration of the land. It does not matter when they 
were given permission, it has an impact on the land. 

Intense public consultation along with Municipalities on any changes must be undertaken. These changes 
affect a lot of people and businesses. They deserve an opportunity to evaluate all the information and 
give feedback. 

A thorough analysis of potential watershed impacts must also be done before any development. 

Provincial maps show Category 2 lands where Province is allowing mines going into the Kananaskis 
where the headwaters of the Highwood River and Cataract Creek begin. We must not forget about the 
rivers and streams that start at the Crowsnest Pass. These waterways supply water for people/businesses 
in southern Alberta. 

The Government has been promising strict regulatory standards for mine development. How will this be 
done with cuts being made to the Environmental Monitoring Plan? There have been high levels of 
Selenium shown in rivers by mines up north, but nothing was done. Tailing ponds should not be anywhere 
neat waterways. 

Increased scrutiny needs to be done in the future with strong penalties for the offenders. 

“The UCP needs to step back, stop all development, and do a lot more work before proceeding with this. 
The Coal policy should also be brought into legislation requiring more oversight before any changes 
would be made. The public will remain vigilant in watching what is happening. It is not over."

e An expression of concern about policy changes that impact the sole source of 
water for many communities along the Eastern Slopes of the Rocky Mountains 
being undertaken without fulsome public consultation. 


AND THAT should Black Diamond's council be amenable to such an approach that a 
draft letter be presented to the next Joint Friendship Advisory Committee meeting for 
consideration of approval and joint signature by the Mayors of Turner Valley & Black 
Diamond. 


AND FURTHER THAT should Black Diamond's Council not wish to proceed jointly 
with this initiative that Council approve the preparation of a letter on the same terms 
listed above and authorizes the Mayor to sign such letter on behalf of Council as soon as 
feasible.

7. COUNTY OF FOOTHILLS (24,190) See Appendix 
January 27, 2021, Foothills County Council passed the following motion: 


"MOVED that a letter be sent to Premier Kenney respectfully requesting that the 
Province of Alberta commit to developing legislation that would replace the Coal 
Development Policy for Alberta’. 


Since 1976, residents of the County relied on the Coal Development Policy and other 
Government policies to protect sensitive areas in Alberta. Premier Lougheed took measures to 
protect the area for all and in Foothills County, Kananaskis had four major access points that 
were improved so everyday Albertans could access trails and campgrounds that had been 
developed. We believe that Albertans take pride in how this area, so close to Calgary, is being 
used and support the controlled harvest of the timber as well as cattle grazing in many parts of 
K-Country. 

In order to protect the area west of the County and all sensitive areas that may be subject to mining, 
the absence of clear policy and legislation for the area raises concerns with Foothills residents 
regarding the water quality and allocation in the headwaters, as well as the loss of our mountain 
vistas, grasslands and wildlife habitats. 

We urgently request that your Government undertake a consultative process with Albertans 
towards clearly outlining, in policy and legislation, protection for K-Country, our watersheds and 
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other areas that affect the lives and enjoyment of everyday Albertans.

Re: Fully reinstating the 1976 coal policy and protecting Southern Alberta 


On behalf of The City of Calgary (The City) and at the direction of City Council, | am writing to urge your 
government to fully reinstate A Coal Development Policy for Alberta (1976 coal policy) in both form and 
intent. City Council fully supports our neighbouring municipalities in Southern Alberta that have 
expressed legitimate concerns about the impact of the expansion of coal mining on the watersheds 
surrounding them. The City supports your government's decisions to ban mountain top removal on 
Category 2 lands and the indefinite pause on new coal leases as further policy changes are 
contemplated, but we need your government to go much further. 


City Council is urging the Government of Alberta to stop all activity in Category 2 lands until the public 
consultation has ended. Allowing coal mining to proceed on the Eastern Slopes will cause irreparable 
damage to the Southern Alberta watershed, the pristine wilderness surrounding these headwaters, anc 
harm Albertans' enjoyment of these sacred spaces for generations. We can and must do better and it is 
in all our interests to do so. Our Intergovernmental Affairs Committee has directed The City to 
participate in your government's consultation process on the modernization of the coal policy to help 
ensure Calgarians' interests are protected. 


Calgary is a big city situated at the confluence of two little rivers; a place where people have gathered 
since time immemorial. But our future is much less certain. Calgary will be facing more severe and 
frequent extreme events such as drought, flooding, and the significant effects of wildfires on our source 
water quality. As the provider of water and wastewater service to a third of Alberta's population, The 
City is taking these challenges seriously. Calgary's headwaters are located in a provincial park and a 
national park, so coal development will not directly affect our source water. But The City and the Calgat 
metropolitan region are preparing in earnest for a world where water scarcity becomes more frequent 
and is limited only by brief periods of overabundance, like we saw in the 2013 flooding that devastated 
Southern Alberta. 


An overall focus on water security is critical to sustaining our shared prosperity, as a city, as a region and 
for the entire province. Protecting our communities from flooding and protecting the sources of our 
drinking water is a critical building block for the future growth and development of this province. The 
future of our province demands that all leaders acknowledge and plan for these risks and for all orders 
of government to make thoughtful investments in resilient infrastructure to address our changing 
climate and protect our citizens. 


All governments must also make careful, deliberate decisions about economic development that do not 
undermine our province's access to, and stewardship of, our most precious natural resource: clean 
water. Expanding and permitting additional coal mining given its documented, significant impacts on 
watersheds does not align with this shared vision or with Albertans' clear expectations about 
conservation. 


Alberta is facing numerous, significant risks to our prosperity and the way of life we all share on this 
land. Despite these challenges, indeed because of them, we must look to the future as we consider the 
real tradeoffs that exist in the decisions we must make as leaders. For these reasons, City Council urges 
you to fully abandon your government's continuing support for coal development on the Eastern Slopes 
of the Rocky Mountains.

Re: Coal Policy Engagement Survey Response from The City of Calgary 


On behalf of The City of Calgary (The City), this letter accompanies Our response to the online 
engagement survey on the modernization of the coal policy to help ensure Calgarians' interests 
are considered and protected. 


The City strongly supports your government's decision to reinstate the 1976 coal policy and ban 
mountain top mining. However, The City is deeply concerned that the terms of reference for 
the Coal Policy Committee (the Committee) only focus on matters related to coal for which the 
Minister of Energy is responsible. This would focus on legislation that would include the Coa! 
Conservation Act and the Responsible Energy Development Act. The City is concerned that this 
scope is too narrow and would preclude related discussions pertaining to water, which would 
fall under the Water Act, and land use planning which would fall under the Alberta Land 
Stewardship Act. 


Management of coal resources needs to be considered in the broad context of the environment 
from which it is being extracted. To exclude the impacts of coal exploration and development 
on our landscape and watershed from the engagement and reporting process is shocking. The 
crux of the concern from the public, stakeholders, ranchers, First Nations and municipalities, is 
focused on the impact of coal exploration and development on water, watershed health, land 
use and the cumulative impacts on our environment. But the Committee, as constituted, 
excluded these considerations and instead narrowly focused its terms of reference on 
Albertans’ current understanding of the coal policy, legislation, regulations, and under what 
conditions coal development could be supported.

The City continues to urge the Government of Alberta to stop all 
coal exploration and development activity in Category 2 lands until a much more robust public 
consultation process, with an appropriate scope, can be initiated and completed. 


A vibrant economy, a healthy environment, and the continued well-being of those who call 
Alberta home are dependent on a secure provision of a safe and reliable water supply. Multiple 
and growing water users and needs must be considered in the context of land use 
compatibility, economic diversification, population growth, and climate change. 


Due diligence and a robust process for consultation and land use planning needs to be taken to 
balance multiple considerations. Ensuring land use decisions in the Eastern Slopes include 
water supply, quality and allocation policy considerations and regional cumulative effects will 
be critical to mitigate the pressures on our water resources. The consultation process needs to 
ensure a holistic approach to protection of the watershed, ecosystems, wildlife and recreational 
opportunities in the headwaters of rivers that provide drinking water for Albertans. 


It is critical that all perspectives and voices are heard in this consultation process. First Nations 
rights, traditional knowledge and land uses also need to be a priority for inclusion in 
engagement. As you create your more detailed approach to engagement on this critical matter 
to all Albertans, we urge a municipally focused engagement component and meaningful 
government to government consultation that can holistically consider the full range of impacts 
of coal development. 


All Albertans and future generations are counting on their elected officials to get this right.

RE: O'Chiese First Nation Position on Coal Mining in Alberta 


This letter is sent on behalf of O'Chiese First Nation Chief and Council. The Chief and Council of 
O'Chiese First Nation have the elected authority and responsibility to protect the Inherent and 
Treaty Rights of O'Chiese First Nation. The rights of O'Chiese First Nation are set out in Treaty 
No. 6 and protected by Section 35, Constitution Act, 1982. The spirit and intent of Treaty is bound 
by the promise that we would be able to continue to live in accordance with O'Chiese First Nation's 
Great Binding Law know as Kaa-KeChi-Ko-Moo-Nan and through our own governance system 
with the land for time immemorial. 


It is our understanding, in May 2020, the Ministry of Energy unilaterally rescinded the 44-year-old 
Alberta Coal Development Policy without consulting with First Nations or considering what 
impacts to our Inherent and Treaty rights would result. The revoking of a policy that had protected 
at least some areas of the Rocky Mountains from open-pit coal mines was made the Friday before 
a long weekend without public notice or input. This was unacceptable. 


O'Chiese First Nation condemns the lack of meaningful consultation on a decision with potential 
impacts on O'Chiese First Nation's Inherent and Treaty Rights and our Great Binding Laws. While 
Minister Savage announced the temporary reinstatement of the 1976 Coal Development Policy 
(CDP) on February 8, 2021, this temporary reinstatement did not cancel any of the leases sold in 
the interim and thousands of hectares of unoccupied Crown land have been slated for exploration 
activity and eventual development that will negatively affect our rights. 


O'Chiese First Nation would point out the original development and passage of the 1976 CDP 
was also done without consideration of impacts to O'Chiese First Nation rights. The 1976 CDP 
was implemented prior to formal constitutional protection of our rights in 1982. A complete review 
of the 1976 CDP is required, and not only the proposed changes or reversed changes to the 
Policy.

Ironically. the 1976 CDP land use classifications provide the only identifiable limit to coal mining 
and mountain top removal along the eastern slopes. The Information Letter 2020-23 justifying 
the cancellation of the CDP stated, "The coa! categories are no longer required for Alberta to 
effectively manage Crown coal leases, or the location af exploration and development activities, 
because of decades of improved policy. planning, and regulatory processes." O'Chiese First 
Nation fundamentally disagrees with this statement. Based on our experience and involvement 
in duty to consult processes related to coal mining projects, properly identifying impacts to our 
rights, or raising the possibility of not approving a project under consideration is not possible within 
Alberta today. 


Premier Kenney has already stated in November 2018 where he outlined both his view that Crown 
land is "unproductive" and his desire to sell Crown land in Alberta. Increase of metallurgic coal 
production is also a high priority for the GoA and your Ministry.” Your Ministry rescinded the 1976 
CDP te encourage investiert in vual exploration and development, aware Urat. disturbance 
thresholds necessary for ensuring the continued exercise of treaty and Aboriginal rights are not 
in place. 


Land use plans are not completed for the Upper Peace, Upper Athabasca, and North 
Saskatchewan. The land use plan for the South Saskatchewan region did not address whether 
mining should proceed or not, including for the Livingstone-Porcupine Hills Land Footprint 
Management Plan. 


Landscape level land use planning must occur in partnership with First Nations where 
cumulative effects of environmental disturbance on the landscape are required. Project- 
specific assessments do not consider these issues and are almost deemed ‘out of scope’ 
of regulatory process for large projects under consideration in Alberta, including coal 
projects. 


O'Chiese First Nation is in full support of the Blood Tribe and Siksika Nation legal challenge? of 
this unilateral change to policy. O'Chiese First Nation will do whatever is necessary to protect our 
rights and our ability to uphold our laws. 


O'Chieee Firet Nation requiree a meaningful coneultation proeace but will not bear the coete 
associated with identifying impacts to O'Chiese First Nation's Inherent and Treaty Rights from this 
change in policy. It is the Crown's responsibility to pay for this cost of consultation and impact 
identification associated with Crown decisions that potentially have an adverse effect on O'Chiese 
First Nation's Inherent and Treaty Rights. 


O'Chiese First Nation now looks to Minister Savage and the Gas to revise their approach to 
consultation on this decision and demonstrate a commitment to consult with our Nation. 


We remain available to discuss this matter.

As part of any responsible development process, critical examination and evaluation of the impacts on haw 
and where natural resources are developed ts essential, Also, legislation, policies, studies and risk factors 
must be clearly understood and communicated. Most importantly, the process must be transparent. All the 
aforementioned would be considered “good pubic practice". 


The MD. of Willow Creek is concerned that good public practice was not followed by the Government of 
Alberta when it made changes to the 1976 Coal Deveioprnent Policy and to water Jicensing allocations 
above the Oldman Reservoir. There were no public consullations over ine proposed changes ta the Coal 
Policy, Also, the process taken by the pravince regarding proposed developments insofar as information 
related to potential impacts ta the air, water, wildlife and natural fandscapes rs not clearly understood.

Clearwater County Council thanks the Government of Alberta for listening to 
Albertans and following through with what was heard by reinstating the 1976 
Coal Policy. We also thank you for committing to further public consultations on 
coal mining. Meaningful engagement with Albertans and First Nations is key in 
determining the path forward. We encourage the Province to consider both public 
input and feedback on shaping the government's decisions on coal development 
in Alberta. 


Since the beginning of 2021, Council received numerous emails, letters and 
phone calls from concerned residents, businesses, conservalion associations 
and environmental organizations. Council also received five delegalions that 
presented compelling information on the health and environmental impact of coal 
mining, as well as concerns with impacts on the County's economic tourism 
development in the Eastern Slopes region of the Rocky Mountains. 


Clearwater County is a major stakeholder within this area, referred to as the 
West County, as it is the largest developer — currently holding lille to 1,435 acres 
in the hamlet of Nordegg. The West Country attracts a high number of visilors to 
recreation areas in which Nordegg is considered as the only service hub.

Council recognizes thal Category 2 lands, as identified in the 1976 Coal Policy, 
surrounding Nordegg is out of the County's land use jurisdiction. It also 
recognizes that the Province has industry regulations to ensure environmentally 
responsible development of coal mining. However, Council asks thal the 
Province consider the following in its decision-making regarding coal 
development on Category 2 lands:
